Yet 
the fact remains that, although 
women slightly outnumber the men 
in the Soviet Union and have the 
identical franchise, there is no wo- 
man’s party.

Women Have. Little Time. 

Before the Bolshevist revolution, 
working ,class and peasant women 
had little change of educavion, or 
time for it, if chance occurred. Even 
now the ‘commodity - shortage and 
the host of other difficulties of the 
present situation must by the na- 
ture of things press -harder on 
women than on men, at’lenst as far 
aa their time.is concerred, Womer 
are playing a big role in party and 
administrative works, but it‘ is 
mostly in the Jower ranks—that is 
among the younger géneration. 
Older women of. the proletarian 
class could not spare the time for- 
merly, and can hardly spare ft now. 
,| The absence of a woman’s party and 
a woman's vote as such does not 
mean thete is no “woman’s -move- 
ment.”. There fs one and it is gain- 
Ing strength each day, especially 
in the development of collective 
farms, which {s ay an agrarian 
révolution.

He emphasised his anxlety to clear

Company’s ability. to meet its obliga. }, 


tions in their entirety, He. pledged 
himself to be fully responsible for 
all outstanding loans of the Com- 
pany, and declared that he would 
leave no stone unturned to meet 
them at the earliest possible date. 


Expects: Government Funds. 


Questioned regarding the National 
Government's loan to the China Mer- 
chants, Mr, Li, who spoke in Chin- 
ese, said that he was ‘expecting an: 
appropriation of $2,000,000 at an 
early date, and was confident that 
the Company would receive from the 
Government more than $5,000,000, 
He explained. that the $2,000,000 
would only suffice to meet the imme-' 
diate debts of the Company, and 
that some of the ambitious plans 
conceived by the late. Mr. C..T. 
Chau would materialise at such time 
&8 the Company was on a sound 
financial footing again. 

Mr. Li agreed that no definite sum 
had yet been fixed by. the Govern- 
ment and pointed out that the for- 
eign banks need, have no cause for 
anxiety regarding their loans to the 
company.

“mountain-chicken” yind thoroughly

With the drop in export value of 
Dominica’s staple product that re- 
venue has declined considerably and 
the Imperial Government has made 
up the deficiencies with a genero- 
sity which surprises the other West 
Indian Islands. . ‘ 

A citrus expert sent out by the 
Empire Marketing Board ‘has re- 
ported most favourably on Dominica 
as.a grape fruit growing country, 
but there are no planters left to 
plant on a large scale, and the record 
.of Dominica is so. bad that fresh 
capital will require a great deal of 
encouragement}. ‘

We now have a similar effort 
Car! and aAnna, by Leonhard 
Frank, translated into basic Eng- 
lish by L. W. Lockhart, ‘to make 
of English an auxiliary language 
that can be quickly learnt and 
used by men of any nationality. 

The method is to. form a voca- 
bulary containing the bare mini- 
nium of . necessary words *and 
munipulate these grammatically, 
if unidiomatically, s0 as’ to ex- 
press every required idea, 

‘ The, selection has been made 
with great skill and it appears 
that only 850 words are essential. 

The most striking characteris- 
tic of the language is, according 
to the, introduction, “the elimina- 
tion ‘of all verbs, except the 16 
forms which make ‘it possible to 
deal with the fundamental opera- 
tions." These sixteen, forms are 
verbs like “get”. ‘‘put,” “may.” 
and so on: , , : 

But it must be noticed that any 
ordinary verb may be used that 
happens to be of the same form 
ag a noun in the standard list, 
such as “turn,” “cook,” “support,” 
end many more; while, since both 
“over” and “come” are in the list 
we are at liberty to use “over. 
come.” In, practice, therefore, 
yerba are used just as freels ‘as 
other parts of speech,

HOW THE LAW. STANDS.

The freedom enjoyed: by. holiday- 
makers; in Britain -is “in ‘curfous 
contrast to“the actual legal rights 
af thé public, -No one has the right 
to loiter. anywhere, not ‘even on the 
King's highway. “It may be urged 
that fishing is legal, ‘as'a fisherman 
cannot walk all the time;- but ‘the 
answer is that there 1s no public] 
right: to fish, except in tidal waters 
—and not always then. Persons who 
make picnics are all trespassers, 
unless, perhaps, on some common 
or open spice regulated by Act of 
Parliament, or vested in a public 
authority. Bathing in a river is 
loitering and so a trespass. . Boating 
is allowed on certain rivers which, 
legally “King’s streams,” are subject 
to the same right-of-way as the open 
road; but that means that loitering 
or mooring to a bank are ‘alike 
forbidden. — the right is only to 
“pass and repass.” Those who go 
to the sea-side may be told that the 
public nave no right to bathe off the 
foreshore—or, indeed, to be on the 
foreshore at all, unless there 
happens to be a public right-of-way 
along a particular stretch, But the 
public cannot acquire a right-of- 
way to go.to a particular place and 
back again (this .was decided in 
respect of Stonehenge), so the path 


-|along the foreshore ‘would have to 


join up at each end ‘with other 
public rights-of-way if there was to 


| be legal access. 


Scarecrows. * 


These legal vetoes, however, may 
appear much more alarming thar 
they really are. Tens of thousands 
of holiday-makers will . technically 
be trespassers, but nothing will 
happen to them, for, landowners do 
not assert their rights unreasonably. 
Some wanderers, however, may ‘dis- 
regard noticebonrds. If they. do 
this, they must be prepared to go 
peacefully to the nearest road when 
ordered to do goby the owner or his 
gervant,. In such case "the utmost 
rigour of the law’ need not trouble 
them at all, for neither prosecution 
nor civil action lied for an isolated 
trespass without damage. 

But this, of course, applies to| 
ordinary wayfarers on private pro- 
perty; those who carry guns come 
under a much stricter law, and any- 
one foolish enough to trespass on 
-a raflway or. milltary land is “ask- 
ing for trouble.” Trespassers may 
pick wild flowers freely, and the 
flowers so picked will belong to 
them, but probably they must not 
uproot them. A few penny-worths 


-Jof damage to cultivated shrubs, 


flowers, or trees will bring a tres- 
passer under the Malicious Damages 
Act, the leading case being that of a 
youth who walked across a field: of 
grass ripe for ‘cutting, the loss of 
value to the herbage where he had 
trampled it down being estimated at 
six-pence. On that being proved 
the High Court decided that he had 
rightly been fined. 

The -trespasser's chief danger if 
he ignores notice-boards comes, not} 
from the law, but from the posai- 
‘bility of attack by the owner’s dogs 
or other animals. Owners, must 
keep dangerous animals away from 
places where the public have a right 
to go, but the trespasser is unpro- 
tected by the law, and takes the 
legal risk of all other accidents,’

: All over ‘the world, except im 
China, it is considered n good 
omen if a cat—particularly a black 
one—invites itself to the house. 
The Chinese, however, take this to 
be a warning. of sickness. 

Authorities on “demonology and
